A Free Trade Advocate's Queer Col- 
lapse—Surpassing Wit of " My 
Friend McDonell." 



A second pilgrimage to Colipiitz was 
made last evening by the candidates ill the 
interest of the opposition party— a singular 
commentary on their boasts of the tri- 
umphs oftlie first occasion. His safe to say 
that the program me td' the evening 
did not help them, for the only government 
speaker allowed was gagged at the end of 
twenty minutes, though he is the represen- 
tative farmer of the district, while two 
young men from town were permitted lo 
talk, one for mi hour and a half and the 
other for an hour, evidently to kill time 
{lending tlie arrival of the candidates and 
their wise man from the East. The hall 
was well Idled, and there were several 
ladies in the audience. 

Mr. Richard Doucias was called to the 
chair, and after a brief address announced 
this order of speaking: Mr. Scail'e ; any 
government speaker, limited to 20 minutes; 
Messrs. Martin, Milne, McDonell and 
Templeman— -the three last mentioned to 
arrive late, as they were first attending the 
opposition meeting at .Spring Ridge. It 
was a quarter to ten when the first speaker 
(Mr. .Scail'e) finished his address, and the 
government speak r for whom the modest 
allowance of twenty minutes had been 
made was then called for. 

.Mr. J. \Y. Carey, being persistently re- 
quested by the audience, took the platform 
amidst great applause. He said he was not 
here to speak on behalf of either govern- 
ment or opposition, hut he had risen 
to refute the slanders uttered to-night by 
the gentleman who had just spoken, with- 
out any proof being offered, and in a man- 
ner that lie considered Ull-British in the 
xhrme. (Applause.) Surely, he said, 
ptSfters should not be encouraged to come 
out here charging public, men with crime 
without any evidence, and throwing upon 
them the burden of proving their inno- 
uce. He asked, is that British? He did 
.. it know what part of Great Britain Mr. 
.Scaiie is from, but he did know that he had 
given utterance to language thoroughly iin- 
Tiritish and calculated to deceive the meet- 
ing. (Hear, hear.) He considered 
that the conduct of the Urit press 
in Victoria is a scandal to this country, 
especially since it had recently used lan- 
guage crossly offensive to every man who 
1 for our honored and honorable rep- 
resentative, in the government at Ottawa. 
He noticed that the Times had lately called 
this man of respectability and honor, 
chosen by us as our representative, a down- 
right liar! (Hear, hear.) That he consid- 
1 was a gross offence to every man in 
the community. If men found their case 
desperate that was no reason why they 
should resort to scurrility. He did not care 
whether or not Mr. Scail'e and Mr. Temple- 
man are the editors of opposition news- 
papers, but lie did object that either 
should make his newspaper a common 
prostitute of talent. (Applause.) Who are 
the " rascals on the outside " lie asked, 
who form part of the population of Canada 
according to the language which Mr. Scail'e 
read as from the London press? Are they 
the voters— the farmers, the manufacturers; 
are they the sons of the women of this 
coun'yry? To use such language he consid- 
ered is a gross slander, concocted by Crit 
pol'.ticiuiiH thoroughly unworthy of cre- 
dence. (Great applause.) What, he would 
of ft, have we got to do with the Manitoba 
schools, which even the man they brought 
from Manitoba to sow religious dissension 
during the recent bye-election admitted are 
a gross outrage " upon the minority 
there? He agreed that they 
are an outrage, an outrage 01. 
common justice as declared by the highest 
court ill the realm, and he wanted to know 
why we should be asked to interfere to pre- 
vent effect being given to the judgment of 
that court. What concerns the fanners of 
this province is the National Policy of pro- 
tection, for which the Liberals would sub- 
stitute, if they had any policy at all, free- 
lrade-as-they-liave-it-in-Englund ; lie had 
himself board Mr. Laurier say that. If the 
National Policy had ruined the country, as 
the opposition say, he asked what will they 
introduce to make it better, and where are 
they going to get the revenue equivalent to 
the duties they will take oil '.' He thought it 
would be simply a villainous policy to 
doubly tax the farmers resident in British 
Columbia, and to let those from the United 
States bring their Btufl'over here and sell it 
in our markets without paying any taxes 
in the Shane of duties. ( Hear, hear. ) How 
could the farmer exist without protection? 
he asked ; and he pointed out that while 
the farmer buys everything made by the 
manufacturers the latter m turn provide 
the local markets for the farmers, and once 
drive the manufacturing industries across 
the border and the tanners' local markets 
disappear. 

The Chairman here intimated that the 
time limit of twenty minhtes was up. 

Mr. Carev indignantly protested against 
being thus interrupted when the previous 
speaker had been allowed to occupy an 
hour and a half. He would not leave the 
platform, however, without again con- 
demning the slanders spoken and printed 
against that excellent man the Hon. Mr. 
.Prior. (Great applause.) He had known 
Mr. Trior for lid yeais— since he was em- 
ployed in the collieries at Nanaimo, where 
lie was respected and loved by everybody 
there. lie remembered when Mr. Prior 
Inter came to this city and started in com- 
mercial life here, and he delied any- 
one who ever dealt with him in the 
many years since then to give thut 
gentleman anything but a good name. 
(Hear, hear.) He had never heard a word 
against Col. Trior's character except in 
the Times, which calls him a liar! He 
know Mr. Trior when there was a great 
disaster at the collieries, and when he left 
his counting-room am! hurried to the scene, 
of disaster, taking his life in his hands by 
going down with the rescuing party and 
remaining below until every single body, 
dead or alive, had been rescued from the 
mine. (Croat applause.) He thought it 
simply a shame and a disgrace for 
anyone to abuse such 



man as Col. 

Trior, in the way that he has been 
abused during this campaign, -Mr. Prior is 
an Englishman, tho son of a clergyman of 
Yorkshire, and lie enunciates iiere the Eng- 
lish law that where there is a grievance 
there is a redress. (Hear hear.) He had 
no doubt been taught to do justice to oth- 
ers as he wished to have others do justice 
to him, which is his position on the .Maui 
toba school question - - 

The Chairman here again stopped Mr. 
Carey, saying that he had spoken four 
minutes, beyond his time, and that gentle- 
man left the platform protesting against 
such unfair treatment. ' 
Mr. David .Stevens, from the audience, 



asked that Mr. Carey he heard to tho end 
ol' his speech. 

The Chairman refused, repenting that tho 
time had already been exceeded by four 
minutes. 

Mr. Stevens protested that Mr. Carey 
was not being fairly treated. " The Lib 
orals have not a belter supporter in this (lis 
trict than Iain," he said, "but I think you 
are not acting fairly, and I appeal to Dr. 
Milne if Mr. Carey should not be heard." 

Hr. Milne said he had no objection to Mr. 
Carey being heard. 

Mr. Carey being then loudly called for by 
the audience, said after the interruption 
that had occurred he did not want 
to continue, especially as this was 
the second time that the chairman of an 
opposition meeting had acted a mean part 
against him — the other occasion to which 
he refened being at Rowlands. 

Mr. A. Martin was the next speaker. His 
statements in the hour during which he 
held the platform were challenged one by 
one as made, with the result that he at 
length complained that " M r. Daniels has 
called me a liar seven times (laughter), in 
the presence of ladies, too." A rencontre 
then took place between the two gentle- 
men, Mr. Daniels coming forward to the 
platform to tell Mr. Martin to his 
face wdiat he thought of him, and 
ottering to put his reputation against that 
gentleman's, The chairman hereupon 
threatened to have M r. Daniels put out of 
the hall, which he said he had authority to 
have done. After a statement the relevancy 
of which was not plain, that " they grow 
leeches in the Northwest," Mr. Martin left 
the platform, 

Mr. Carey called him back to answer the 
question, " What do you call the necessar- 
ies of life, that you would admit free or as 
nearly free as possible?" 

Mr." Martin (after some hesitation) — "Tea 
—coffee— sugar," (then, after more deep 
thought) "I am not so eaten up with vanity 
that I can tell what articles Mr. Laurier 
would consider should be placed upon the 
free list." (Great laughter.) 

Mr, Carey— "Are not Hour, beef, pota- 
toes, mutton, and all that sort of thing," 
necessaries of life. (Applause.) 

Mr. Martin—" No, sir. (Greot laughter.) 
I am not with you. The present duty of 
20 per cent, on agricultural products should 
not be lowered." He proceeded to argue, 
however, that tea and coffer are the neces- 
saries of life. (Tea and coffee are already 
free.) 

During the course of Mr. Martin's ad- 
dress Mr. 1). R. Ker had found it necessary 
to question him on various matters which 
he had put in away that would in Mr. Ker's 
opinion mislead the audience; and a sneer- 
ing reference by Mr. Martin to the presence 
of visitors from town led Mr. Ker to de- 
clare that as a farmer of the neighborhood 
lie had as much direct interest in the meet- 
ing as any person, and that he had been 
fanning there long before Mr. Martin first 
thought of coming to this country. 

Dr. Milne was the next speaker. He 
repeated his arguments of the previous 
evening, particularly emphasizing' his alle- 
gation that Col. Prior and Mr. Earle hail 
sought to bring in Chinamen free, and 
upon this ground asking the electors to 
reject those gentlemen on the 23rd of June! 

Mr. Templeman then occupied a fefc- 
minutes in stating that his views and his 
platform are "not what our opponents say 
they are," hut that " they must betaken 
from the principles enuunciated by our 
leaders." (His leader Mr. Laurier is 
for absolute freedom of trade; and 
with respect to Manitoba schools in favor 
of a remedial law when "conciliation" 
fails.) He would make way for "my 
friend McDonell " who he said had to take 
the boat for the Mainland at 2 o'clock. 

Mr. McDonell of Vancouver then pro- 
ceeded with a rehash of the combination of 
fiction and slander of « nich he had already 
delivered himself two or three times since 
his arrival here. Though there were sev- 
eral ladies seated right in front of him Mr. 
McDonell forgot his company manners to 
the extent that when a question was put 
to him from the audience he replied with 
characteristic " wit," " Have you got wax 
in your ears or have I not talked 
loud enough?" and after further re- 
flection added as a crusher "I am either 
drunk or the gentleman there is drunk." 
He wound up his argument with a recital 
of the sumptuous manner in w hich liepro- 
fessed to have seen McGreevy and Con- 
nolly living in Curleton gaol, apparently 
forgetting that that is an Ontario govern- 
ment institution and that for any special 
indulgence granted to prisoners the Dom- 
inion authorities are in no way responsible. 

The progi amine was pleasantly varied 
near midnight, by the serving of coffee, 
cake and sandwiches, kindly prepared by 
the ladies of Colquitz, and evidently appre- 
ciated as their excellence called for, by the 
guests of the evening.

The Advantages of the Conservative 
Policy Presented to the Electors 
in Forcible Addresses. 



Hon. E. G. Prior and Mr. Earle Meet 
With a Most Cordial Keeepton 
at the Work Estate. 



One of the best meetings that has been 
held in the course of the present cam- 
paign was that of last evening in the 
Johns Brothers' hall, Douglas street. 
The attendance was large and tho 
audience most attentive and apprecia- 
tive. Hon. Mr. Prior, Mr. Earle, Mr. A. 
E. McPhillips and Hon. J. S. Helmcken 
were the speakers, their addresses being 
clear, convincing presentments of the 
advantages of the Conservative policy 
for Canada, [and accurate analyses of the 
weaknesses of the Liberal platform as it 
is to-day. 

Mr. George Jeeves, on being voted to 
the chair, was received with long-con- 
tinued applause tiiat evidenced his de- 
served popularity in that section of the 
city in which lie is a resident. He 
briefly returned thanks for the honor 
paid him and then came directly to 
business in a plain, business-like ad- 
dress that at once commanded attention 
and respect. 

"■ We are met here to-night, gentle- 
men," he said, " to enable Hon. Mr. 
Prior and Mr. Thomas Earle to render 
to us an account of their stewardship as: 
our representatives in the House of 
Commons. They have, I think, done 
all in their power to advance the inter- 
ests of their constituency, and their 
record iB, I believe, entirely satisfactory 
to you." 

" It is," came from several quarters. 

" I have, as you are aware, taken no 
active part in this political campaign," 
the chairman continued, " but I have 
heard it said again and again by the 
opposition speakers that this country is 
not prosperous— that it is practically 
going to the dogs— and we have been 
tsketl to feel in our pockets and see if 
we are wealthy. I have been in 
this country now some twenty years 
and I have given some attention to the 
growth of this and other countries. I 
may say here and now that I do not 
know of a country under the sun to-day 
that is more prosperous than this Can- 
ada of ours. (Applause.) We often hear 
the enemies of Canada refer in terms of 
admiration to the republic to the south 
of us — " God's country " they like to call 
it. And over in the United States what 
do we see to-day? Why, laboring men 
there are only too glad to obtain em- 
ployment at $1.25 a day, even if they are 
obliged to take part of their wages in 
groceries. And here in Victoria what 
is the situation? Do we find laboring 
men here working at ,$1.25 a day? I 
think not. Why in a brickyard of Vic- 
toria not a week ago we had even China- 
men going on strike for if 2 a day — it was 
at James Baker's brickyard, not so very 
far from this hall, if you|want names and 
places. 

" When, too, you eee a country em- 
phasizing its confidence in the same gov- 
ernment again and again on their return 
to the trial of a general election, it is a 
pretty certain indication of prosperous 
times. For, reason or no reason, if the 
people are not prosperous they will take 
revenge on the government at the earli- 
est opportunity. And on Tuesday next,, 
when the verdict of the country is ren- 
dered, you will find that the voice of the- 
people will be heard strong and firm in 
the declaration that Canada is prosper- 
ous and prospering. The Dominion will 
continue to progress under the stable- 
and common sense policy of the Conser- 
vative government, whose supporters 
will this evening ask you to endorse 
them with your vote. And I think yon 
will do so." 

Hon. Mr. Prior was cheered again and 
again when he came to the platform in 
response to the call of the chair. He 
was glad, lie said, to be with his friends 
of the Work Estate once again, for his 
remembrance of the laBt political meet- 
ing he had had the honor of addressing 
in tiiis hall was that of a very pleasant, 
sociable gathering. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) He was glad too to bo with 
the people of the North ward, because 
it was here that the greater part of his 
property interests were, and he felt at 
home. The general policy of the Con- 
servative party and the policy — or poli- 
cies — of their opponents having already 
been well debated, he proposed for tho 
present to devote his attention to local 
affairs. He noticed that his opponents 
had almost entirely dropped the discus- 
sion of policies and were at their recent 
meetings taking up tho greater part of 
their time with abuse of Mr. Earle and 
himself — ample evidence of a weak case.

At the opposition meeting at the 
market hall last night Mr. Maxwell 
assailed the National Policy and attri- 
buted the existence of combines and 
monopolies to the Conservative policy. 
He referred specially to the sugar duty. 
Mr. Cowan was well received on rising 
He corrected many inaccurate state- 
ments in Mr. Maxwell's speech. Mr 
Maxwell bad said the duty\on sugar was 
58 per cent., when it was only 2'2}4 per 
cent., and that the duty on collars was 
from 42 to 58 per cent., when it was not 
half of that. .Mr. Cowan said Mr. Max- 
well's statements on the tariff depended 
on climate and surroundings.

Mr. Henderson, Westmin 
ster, followed Mr. Cowan and unsucess- 
fully attempted to disprove several of 
Mr. Cowan's assertions. Mr. Bowser 
followed. He found fault with Mr. Max- 
well's inconsistent stand. He had been 
pronounced a Liberal by his supporters 
in public, but had said at Cedar Cottage 
that lie was an Independent opposition- 
ist. Mr. Maxwell in closing the meet 
ing said that if he were sent to Ottawa 
he would support honest government, 
infuse a spirit of honor amongst the 
representatives, and set the tariff right. 

Air. McBride was well received at Port 
Hammond yesterday. Mr. Cooksley 
supported him. Mr. Morrison conclud- 
ed the meeting. The great majority of 
those present appeared to be in favor of 
Mr. McBride. 

At Howe Sound Mr. Cowan was well 
received. On opening the meeting M r.

The Government to Be Asked for 11 Definite 
Statement Regarding the Situation, 

London, June 18. — The growing uneas- 
iness among the Radical members of 
parliament at the continued withholding 
by Lord Salisbury of information re- 
specting the progress of the Venezuelan 
negotiations is to find expression 
in two important questions which 
are to be put to the government 
in the House of Commons on Friday. 
Samuel Smith, a leading Radical ami a 
life-long advocate oi international arbi- 
tration, will ask Under Foreign Secre- 
tary Curzon if, in view of the coming 
presidential election in the United 
Statc«, the British government will take 
steps to expedite the settlement of the 
Venezuela dispute by accenting some 
form of arbitration. Mr. Goddard, also 
a prominent radical, will put to Mr. 
Curzon this formal interrogation. 

" What is the present position of 
negotiations between Great Britain and 
Venezuela, regarding the disputed 
boundary and the area of occupied ter- 
ritory; whether our ambassador at 
Washington has been intrusted with full 
power to treat personally with Senor 
Andrade or any other representative of 
Venezuela at that capital, and if definite 
progress is being made in the 
wav of direct negotiations between 
the two powers concerned ; what 
is the present position of the mutual 
proposals understood to have passed be- 
tween Her Majesty's government and 
that of the United States towards a 
definite treaty of arbitration between the 
two countries, also towards the forma- 
tion of a permanent court of arbitration ; 
whether these proposals are being de- 
layed or hindered in any way by the 
non-settlement of every difficulty with 
Venezuela, anil whether Her Majesty's 
government will, in conjunction with 
the United States, facilitate the carrying 
through of those proposals irrespective 
of what is being done regarding the 
Venezuela difficulty.

1 party advocating— free trade, free trade, a tnrlll' 
for revenue; in fact, when we find the Liberals 
at their best their policy is nothing more than 
what tlie Liberal Conservatives are carrying 
out, at present.

clusion ttiat the wdsest men in the country 
have come to is that the Manitoba Legislature 
I will have to settle tho matter in an honorable 
I manner to all concerned. I could not support 
Remedial Legislation ns brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give justice to all concerned, so long as the 
public school system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
Laurler, while in B.C.. said on two occasions 
while here that we hud the best school system In 
the country, and commended our province 
highly on its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and l believe lie meant all he 
snid) I bin e no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system as there is In 
any country. 

In cbming to provincial matters I believe we 
are on tlie threshold of a prosperous future, 
Our mineral resources, from our borders to tho 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Being dive to those 
facts, it is our duty to advertise our resources; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. The federal 
| mid provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and it will be the duty of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am In favor of the subsidizing of the C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse tlie action 
of the B.C. government on this question, 

The extension of the E. ,t N. It. should ho 
carried out at once, and the necessary appro- 
priation should have boen granted at the last 
session of our Dominion Parliament. 

The fanners of our district will require the 
earnest attention of the local member consider- 
ing the scattered condition in which they aro 
placed along our const, and on this Island. 

Markets require to be established In all our 
principal cities, facilities for getting to those 
markets, and reasonable rates by railway and 
steamers should be given. As tlie government 
have to assist In this line, it is only reasonable 
to expect that they will grant every facility lu 
tholr power, and which I shall feel it my duty 
to urge, should I have tho honor to bo elected.

A Large Graving Dock to Be Built 
on the Sound Near 
Tacoma. 



Rate War Inaugurated by the P. C 
S. S. Co. in Thoir Alas- 
kan Trade. 



A Tacomn diapatoh sniys: Puget Sound 
ib to have another lirst, cUish dry dock 
capable of floating the largest vessels in 
the merchant marine. It ia to be built 
at Higgins' beach, on the Narrows, two 
miles nortli of Stellacoom and seven 
miles directly west of Tacoma. It will 
be built and owned by Captain John 
Higgins and his brother, Eugene Un- 
guis, the wealthy New York capitalist, 
whose wealth is estimated at $20,000,000, 
will be interested in the venture. The 
contract has been let to J. M. Dougan, 
Thomas A. Bringham and John P. 
Cowan, all of Tacoma. The new struc- 
ture will be a graving dock with a stone 
entrance. It will he -100 feet long 
on the keel, 50 feet wide at the bot- 
tom and !). r ) feet width at the top. 
It will coat $115,000 in round numbers, 
and tl 10 contractors have eighteen 
months in which to Bnish it. Tenino 
sandstone will probably he used in the 
stone entrance. The pumps will have a 
capacity of 50,000 gallons per minute, 
and will empty t he duck in two hours. 
The dock will have a draft of is feet, 
and will accommodate any vessel 500 feet 
long and under. The new dock will he 
located advantageously in many ways. 
It will be easy of access to ocean-going 
vessels, and its proximity to Tacoma 
will be an advantage. In its essentials 
the Higgins dock will largely resemble 
that at Port Orchard.

THE SALMON STRIKE. 

All the Trouble Over — TZie Canneryincn 
Agree to a Compromise. 

Artoiua, Ore.. Juno IS. — The strike is 
virtually broken. Most, of the men will 
be out fishing this week for \y« cents. 
The canuerymen held a meeting yester- 
day anil agreed to oiler a compromise on 
that basis. Although a large number of 
men are still determined to hold out for 
b cents, the men desiring to compromise 
will commence fishing. Trouble is fear- 
ed at the start, but protection will he 
offered to the men out fishing. It is ex- 
pected that operations will commence 
to-morrow. Deputy sheriffs aro station- 
ed in the vicinity of Clifton. 



A great deal has been said about the 
very important speech on preferential 
trade which Mr. Chamberlain made a 
few days ago before the Chambers of 
Commerce of the Empire. The follow 
ing excellent summary of the remarks 
made by the Secretary for the Colonies 
is from the pen of the London corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune: 
Mr. Chamberlain, in his opening ad- 
dress before the Chaillhersof Commerce 
of the Empire, drove several additional 
nails in the coffin of Oobdeuiem. He 
repeated the main ideas of his recent 
speech before the Canada club, but was 
more definite in making up a common 
schedule of dutiable goods for England. 
In discussing the problem of commercial 
union within the empire, he considered 
three solutions, lirst, that the 
colonies should abandon their fiscal sys- 
tem and adopt English free trade; 
second, that England should renounce 
free trade, end adopt the tariff system of 
the colonies ; third, that England and 
the colonies should have free trade 
among themselves with a coin promise 
English tariff for certain foreign imports. 
Having pointed out the defects of the 
first and second proposals, and declared 
that there was not the slightest chance 
that either would he adopted within a 
reasonable time, he took up the third 
plan, which would establish free trade 
with the Empire, and leave the separate 
contract inj,' parties free to arrange their 
own tariffs on foreign imports. At this 
point he reduced bis proposal made at 
the Canada banquet to a more practical 
form. lie considered it at) essential con- 
dition that Great Britain should consent 
to replace thu import dni iu-a on articles 
which were largely produced in the col- 
onies. The schedule which he suggested 
comprised wheat, meat, wool, sugar, and 
other articles of enormous consumption 
in England, which were produced on a 
large scale by the colonies, and which 
might, under the conditions of an Im- 
perial zollverein, be wholly produced by 
British labor. Mr. Chamberlain, iii 
proposing an English duty on wool, 
seemed wholly unconscious that he was 
knocking the bottom out of the Wilson 
tariff in America; likewise, including 
wheat, meat and other food products in 
the English schedule of dutiable goods, 
he passed lightly over the fact that he 
was repudiating the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Cobden and Bright, lie also 
proposed a duty on sugar, without com- 
menting upon the effect which would be 
produced upon trade with Germany anil 
the continent. His one controlling idea 
was the necessity of a compromise free 
trade system in order to bring about Im- 
perial federation, and strengthen the 
bond of union between the Mother 
Country and tlie colonies throughout the 
world. This is considered the greatest ob- 
ject which an Englishman could pursue in 
what be believed was a critical etaue of 
Imperial history. His speech was loudly 
applauded by the delegates from Canada, 
the West Indies, Australia and South 
Africa and othercolonies. It can hardly 
fail to produce a profound impression in 
England, and will cause more discussion 
than any other speech made for years. 
Mr. Chamberlain describes himself as a 
convinced free, trader, hut his proposal 
and i for a British zoilverein involves the 
abandonment of Cobden's principle. If 
it be carried into effect, duties will lie 
levied upon American wheat, pork and 
other food products for the benefit of 
Canada. Wool from the Argentine 
republic and America will Ik; taxed 
benefit of Australia, and 
beet sugar, for the good 
of liritisli sugar islands in the 
East and West Indies. Incidentally 
the British farmer would be benefited 
also, and the agricultural interests of 
the United Kingdom relieved from the 
exhausting burdens imposed during half 
a century of free trade. Sir Henry 
Fowler, a consistent free trader, per- 
ceives clearly that there is a distinct 
protectionist impulse underlying this 
movement tor an imperial zollverein. 
He remarks in to-day's Graphic thattbe 
spirit of protection is growing in Eng- 
land and that the battle of free trade 
will probably have to be fought over 
again. He adds that he expressed this 
fear to John Bright shortly before his 
death. That Mr. Chamberlain, the 
most powerful leader in the Unionist 
ranks, and a statesman who is known to 
he ambitious, even to the |, ,iut of 
aspiring to the office of Prime ... mister, 
should burn his boats behind him and 
renounce Cobdenism, is a fact of the first 
importance.

LA URIER'S MASTERS. 

A careful study of the list of nomina- 
tions shows very clearly that the Liber- 
als as a party exist no longer in this Do- 
minion. Among the candidates up- 
wards of thirty are set down as Patrons, 
and roughly fourteen as McCarthyites. 
Assuming that thirty of these are 
elected, thirty in a chamber of two 
hundred is quite a large group and quite 
sufficient to hold the balance if the elec- 
tion between the two old parties is at 
all close. It is not hard to see that if 
Mr. Laurier depends noon these thirty 
Patrons and McCarthyites for a majority 
they will be the masters of the situ- 
ation, and will be able to dictate 
their own terms. It is absurd to sup- 
pose that Mr. Laurier, either before the 
election or after the election, can answer 
for what his allies may take into their 
heads to do on the trade question, the 
school question or any other question. 
They will he independent ol* him and if 
he wants to hold on to office he will have 
to do as they dictate. The Grit boss who 
made the deal with Farrer and Mallory 
could scarcely have been aware of what 
he was doing. What he really did was 
to sell his party to the Patrons and the 
McCarthyites, if they should succeed in 
getting any considerable number of 
their candidates elected. To say 
that the Liberals are independent 
when they have to depend largely up- 
on outsiders —with whom they are not 
in agreement — is absurd. Seeing how the 
Liberal constituencies in Ontario are cut 
up, the alliance with the Patrons and 
McCarthyites might have been regarded 
bb a necessity, perhaps a painful neces- 
sity. It will, we venture to say, be 
worse than that. It will completely 
disintegrate the Liberal party and take 
from it both its power as a political or- 
ganization and its respectability. The 
wise thing for the Liberals to have done 
was, d Jttohave united with the Patrons 
and McCarthyites against the Conserva- 
tives, but to have formed an alliance 
with the Conservatives in order to save 
them from the tyranny of the new or- 
ganizations. If the Patrons and the 
McCarthyites Bticceed on the 23rd as 
they hope, the Liberal party of this 
Dominion has committed suicide. 



No sensible man can read the speech 
which Mr. Haggart delivered at the 
meeting in Saanich on Monday evening 
without being prepossessed in his favor. 
It is the speech of a plain, thoughtful 
man who knows what the people of the 
district want and what should be done 
to get it for them. There is not an un- 
civil or reproachful word in it from be- 
ginning to end. He evidently does not 
believe that it is any indication of 
ability or of a sincere desire to 
serve the people to abuse opponents 
and to say things intended to be sarcas- 
tic about men of whom he knows noth- 
ing, or next to nothing. It is clear that 
he means business and has an eye to 
business in every sentence he utters. 

Mr. Haggart is clear-sighted. He 
knows that the trade question is the 
principal one, in fact, almost the only 
one before the people. He is a protec- 
tionist by conviction. His observation 
has shown him that the industries of 
this young country need protection, 
that, indeed, many of them cannot exist j 
•vithout it. 

It will be observed that Mr. Haggart 
met the objections and the arguments of 
his somewhat pretentious opponent, 
.Senator Mclnnes, readily and effectively. 
His reply to that gentleman shows that 
he has both read and thought about the 
public questions of the day, and that all 
he wants is practice to make a ready 
and a strong debater. It did not lake 
him long to see the weak points of the 
Senator's speech, and he, in a few- 
pointed and shrewd observations, 
showed the meeting that the system the 
Senator advocated is not suitable to the 
circumstances of the farmers of British 
Columbia. 

It is evident that Mr. Haggart sees 
through the insincerity and the trickiness 
of the candidates who waste their breath 
in magnifying the importance of the 
Manitoba school question. We gather 
from the way in which he treated that 
question that it is one which in his 
opinion does not greatly concern the 
electors of the Vancouver Island dis- 
trict. And he is right. The more 
closely the policy of the Opposition is 
examined the more plainly it appears 
that they are using the school 
question for a mere political pur- 
pose. Xine-tenths of them do not care 
a straw about the matter, but they 
think that if they can get people quarrel- 
ling over it and making a fuss 
about it they will get the electors to be- 
lieve that they are the champions of the 
Protestant religion, of provincial rights, 
and of free education, and thus wheedle 
them out of their votes. We do not 
whether 



this one sulking and that one being too J 
ill to continue his canvass. The moat im- 
posing of these manufactured facts took 
tho Bhapeof an address to His Excellency 
the Governor General without signature. 
It appeared in big type in the Globe and 
was kept there for some days. It has, 
however, been withdrawn. Here it is: 
The candidates and agents of the Tap- 
per Government are hawking about the 
country an order-in-council granting 
over twelve millions of dollars to fifty or 
sixty railway projects. Is this a genu- 
ine document? Have you signed thiB 
order-in-council? Parliament is dis- 
solved and the country has a right to 
ask you that tho treasury shall not bo 
looted to provido campaign funds for a 
political party. You are well paid for 
the work you do in Canada, and it is not 
unreasonable that the people Bhould 
hold you to your duties ami responsibili- 
ties. Are you protecting the Treasury 
or are you allowing tho public credit to 
be pledged to the service of a league of 
desperate political gamesters? You are, 
under existing circumstances, the 
natural guardian of the rights and inter- 
ests of the Canadian people, and they 
want to know if this order in-oounoil 
bears your signature, and if this method 
of despoiling the treasury has your ap- 
proval. An answer is respectfully re- 
quested. 

There was, of course, no such order- 
in-council, and if there had been it 
could have been of no earthly use to 
anyone. Mercier, expert as he was, 
could not have raised a cent on it, ami 
it would have been valueless to Lange- 
lier or Pacaud or Tarte or any other of 
Mr. Laurier's familiars. The Globe was, I 
of couise, not so ignorant as nut to know j 
this; but it evidently thought it could | 
be made to do duty among the electors 
before its baseness could be demon- 
strated. In this it made a slight mis- 
The fraud was exposed and it, did 
no harm to anyone except the < irits who 
manufactured it and put it into circula- 
tion. The fact factory is, of course, not 
idle. It will be hard at work until the 
day of election.

This true Ameri- 
can policy taxes foreign product's and 
encourages home industry ; it puts the 
burden of revenue on foreign goods ; it 
secures tho American market for the 
American producer; it upholds tho Am- 
erican standard of wages for the Ameri- 
can workingmah ; it puts the factory by 
the side of the farm and makes the Am- 
erican farmer less dependent on foreign 
demand and prico.j it diffuses general 
a.! >•«' ,. n'rt . ■'■ > ithi ' ami:- 



Great Britain's generous trade policy. 
They use it as a means to enrich them- 
selves, and then seize upon every excuse 
to hamper her trade and to vilify and 
even threaten her. 

On the Currency question the Repub- 
licans take an enlightened view of the 
interests of their country.

CREECH ANU GARROW. 

They Are Found Guilty of Manslaughter, 
With a Recommendation to Mercy. 

The trial of Harry Creech and Dr. 
Garrow on the charge ot murdering 
Mary Ellen Janes was continued yester- 
day, medical testimony taking up a good 
part of the day. Dr. Ernest Hall, Dr. 
Davie and Dr. Fraser being examined 
could not say positively what tin; girl 
had died of, as a post mortem would not 
disclose the cause oi death in a 
case of abortion. Mr. Frank Hig- 
gins addressed the jury on behalf 
of Dr. Garrow, and was complimented 
by the court for his eloquent effort. Mr. 
S. Perry Mills followed on behalf of 
Creech, dealing skilfully with the var- 
ious points in the evidence, and Mr. A. 
G. Smith made a telling atldress for the 
crown, weaving together the evidence 
against the prisoners. At six 
o'clock the court adjourned till 
eight o'clock, when the Chief 
Justice charged the jurv. He summed 
up the evidence, carefully pointing out 
that though the case presented many 
difficulties, it appeared from the admis- 
sion of Creech to Dr. Frank Hall that 
the girl had been pregnant, and Dr. 
Harrow's statement to Dr. Ernest Hall 
showed that he knew this to be the 
case when the operation was performed. 
The jury returned at 10 o'clock, but as 
they were not then prepared the court 
adjourned till midnight when the jury 
brought in the verdict of guilty of man- 
slaughter, with a recommendation to 
mercy. 

The court thanked the jury for tiieir 
services and considered that they had 
brought in a very proper verdict. He 
would take the recommendation of mercy 
into his consideration. 

Mr. Mills, for Creech, raised the point 
that the verdict being manslaughter, 
Creech could not be held as an acces- 
sory. 

Mr. Higgins, for Dr. Garrow, also 
asked that sentence be stayed, in order 
to allow him to make an application to 
His Lordship to reserve several points 
of law for the court of appeal. 

This His Lordship agreed to do, and 
Mr. Mills thereupon applied for bail for 
Creech. 1 1 is Lordship promised to fix 
the amount of bail to-day. Garrow wdll 
be allowed out on giving the same bail 
as he has hitherto given, !f(i,000. 

The Chief Justice, in discharging the 
jury, remarked that in view of the re- 
commendation to mercy he believed a 
heavy sentence need not be im- 
posed, for a salutory effect could 
lie produced by a reasonable 
sentence. Very great good would 
result from the verdict, whatever was 
the decision of the court of appeal. The 
jury had had a very difficult case to deal 
with and had done their duty well. The 
court was then adjourned till eleven 
o'clock to-dav.

is from Mr. I!. H, West and Aid. Mac- 
millan, who roared forth their denuncia- 
tions of those who hail the temerity to 
disagree with them in such immoderate, 
excited language, that though the feature 
of (lie proceedings might he very funny, it 
was not calculated to have any weight with 
an intelligent person. Mr. Templeman, 
Dr. Milne and Mr. Mncdoncll spoke first, 
and then, as they had another meeting to 
attend, left early. 

M r. j. (1. Brown, who made a good chair- 
man, brielly introduced Dr. Milne as the 
li rst speaker. 

Dr. Milne announced that he stood by 
the platform of the Liberal party as laid 
down at Ottawa, that was to wipe out the 
policy of protection. After enumerating 
the occasions on which, since 1S7S, that the 
Liberal-Conservatives had appealed to the 
country, and had been endowed by the 
electors with it new lease of power, he "tried 
to make out that the government had not 
carried out a uniform policy. He made t he 
same statements as at former meetings that 
the fanners of li. ('. were not protected, and 
as one argument against protecting manu- 
factures complained that imported 
collars and roll's had In pay duty.

CHANG ED W N ERSH IP. 

The Well Known " Thermopylae " of This 
Port Sold to the Portugese 
Government. 

The British bark Thermopylae, one of 
the fastest clippers that ever floated, no 
longer belongs to the Northwestern lleet, 
her Victoria owners having recently 
sold her to the Portuguese government, 
who will use her for a training ship. 
The Thermopylae is almost the last of 
her race, but during a career of nearly 111) 
years she has landed many a world's re- 
cord. She was built at Aberdeen, .Scot- 
land, in 1SG8, and sailed from England 
to Melbourne on her first trip in 00 
days, afterwards going from Newcastle 
to Shanghai in 28 days, a record that re- 
mains unbeaten at the present time. 
She next sailed from Chee Foo to Lon- 
don in ill days, a record that was never 
beaten, except by one vessel, the clipper 
Sir Launcelot, which made the run in 
91) days. She also sailed from Shanghai 
to London in 100 days. 

The old clipper still carries a relic of 
her great deeds iu the golden age of 
clipper ships, in the shape of a hand- 
some carving of a crowing cock, accom- 
panied by a Latin inscription to the 
effect that while she lives she crows over 
all. The vessel is but little over 900 tons 
register, but in the early 70s, while in 
the tea trade, she was manned like a 
yacht, with a crew of from thirty to 
forty men. Her last appearance on the 
Columbia was about three years ago, 
when she loaded lumber for Shanghai 
at the Clatsop mills, Astoria. She after- 
wards made a few trips between Vic- 
toria and China, and last summer 
loaded lumber at Port Llakeley for 
Europe, and has probably been seen on 
the Pacific Coast for the last time. Her 
new owners paid but $9,000 for her

Recommendation That the Govern- 
ment Institute an Inquiry Into 
tho Bridge Accident. 



Attention Directed lo tlie Bad Con- 
dition of Some of the 
City's Drains. 



The Grand Jury in attendance at the 
present Court of Assize, yesterday made 
their presentment to Chief Justice 
Davie, dealing with a number of special 
nubject8, including tho inspection of 
nuisances, and also recommending that 
tho Crown take steps to fix the responsi- 
bility for the Point Ellice bridge dis- 
aster on the shoulders of those guilty. 
The presentment was us follows: 

To the. lion. Theodore Davie, 

Chief Justice: 
Youu Lordship — We the Grand Jury 
now assembled present to your Lordship 
the following report upon the various 
matters which have been brought to our 
notice. 

Provincial J.. il — The Grand Jury vis- 
ited and made a thorough inspection of 
the Provincial Jail, finding everything 
in and about the establishment in per- 
fect order. The building is scrupulously 
clean throughout, and the grounds 
very neatly kept, A careful inspection 
was made of the food supplied 
to the prisoners, this being found 10 lie 
thoroughly wholesome and good as could 
possibly he desired. We desire to ex- 
press our appreciation of the courteous 
manner in which we were received by 
Warden John on our visit, of inspection. 

Petition re Piggery — The following 
petition bearing 49 signatures was band- 
ed to us by Your Lordship: " We, the 
undersigned residents and property 
holders in tho neighborhood and vicin- 
ity of the property herein particularly 
mentioned, respectfully desire to direct 
Y"our Lordship's attention to the fact 
that there is at the junction of the 
Carey, Bnleakine and Saaniuh roads, on 
lot 18, Cloverdale Estate, map 61, Vic- 
toria district, a piggery which seriously 
interferes with us in the comfort and en- 
joyment of our property, and if proper 
measures he not promptly taken the 
further continuance thereof will endan- 
ger the health of us, t he residents ol the 
vicinity; and your petitioners humbly 
pray that Your Lordship will direct the 
attention of the grand jury to 
the same and request them to 
view the said piggery.'' The grand jury 
visited and inspected the piggery re- 
ferred to in this petition, and find that 
the maintenance of this piggery on the 
present site is a nuisance to the neigh- 
borhood and a cause of danger to the 
public health, and we recommend that 
immediate steps be taken for its re- 
moval. We are the more emphatic in 
this recommendation principally be- 
cause of the (dose proximity of the pub- 
lic school to the nuisance complained of. 

Drainage from Jubilee hospital and on 
Cadboro Bay road — The Grand jury in- 
spected the outlet of the drain from the 
Jubilee hospital, finding this drain 
emptying into a watercourse which 
passes under Cadboro Bay road. There 
appears to he only a very little fall in 
this watercourse in its progress thence 
to the sea, and the sewage discharged 
from the drain is deposited in a natural 
cesspool under the bridge. This is a 
grave source of danger to the pub- 
lic health, and we recommend 
that immediate steps be taken for the 
construction of permant sewerage from 
the hospital to the sea. The grand jury 
also inspected an open drain on the 
south side of Cadboro flay road, between 
Oak Bay avenue and Richmond avenue. 
This drain is in a filtliy condition and 
We recommend that the city authorities 
take immediate steps to have a vitrified 
pipe drain substituted for the present 
open one, aial we also strongly recom- 
mend that the practice of laying box 
drains be discontinued and that in fu- 
ture vitrified pipe only be used in the 
construction of drains. 

Point Ellice bridge disaster.— After a 
careful consideration of this matter and 
in the absence of any evidence bear- 
ing upon the case, the grand jury are 
of opinion that the responsibdity for 
the disaster, both morally and legally, 
is very widely distributed ; they cannot 
therefore assume the responsibility of 
iixing the criminal blame on any in- 
dividual or individuals, hut we recom- 
mend that the crown take immediate 
steps to fix the responsibility on the 
shoulders of those upon whom it should 
lie, and take the proper steps to bring 
the guilty parties lo justice. There hav- 
ing been apparently great neglect on the 
part of the tramway company and on the 
part of the city officials of any pre- 
cautions for the safety of the traffic car- 
ried across this bridge, and it also being 
apparent that there is no law restricting 
the overcrowding of tramears or the 
overloading of bridges, we recommend 
that the government tako steps 
for the enactment of laws both 
municipal and provincial such as 
will guard against the occurrence of such 
accidents in the future. We are of the 
opinion that Point Ellice bridge should 
he immediately replaced with a structure 
sufficiently strong tor the requirements 
of any traffic which it may ever be called 
upon to bear. In the construction of the 
bridge we are strongly of the opinion 
that the provincial government should 
render material assistance, this bridge 
being more than an ordinary connecting 
link between the city streets, it being 
the means by which one of the principal 
highways of the country enters the city. 
(Sd.) E. B. Marvin, 
Foreman Grand Jury. 

His Lordship in reply taid he would 
bring the recommendations contained in 
the presentment before tho proper 
authorities. Ho also commended 
the jury for having given attention to 
the correction of defects in the sanitary 
condition of tho city. Improper drain- 
age or imperfect sanitary conditions, 
though outwardly not so apparently 
deadly as a iiorror like the breaking 
down of die Point Ellice bridge, were 
just as likely to prove, if allowed to con- 
tinue, disastrous to the lives of the peo- 
ple in the city. He then excused the 
jury from further attendance unless 
tlioy should bo informed that they were 
further required before the closo of the 
assizes.

BURKE'S PEERAGE. 

Judgment Against the Owners tor An In- 
correct Entry. 

London, June 18. — Hon. James liiirho 
Roche instituted a suit lor libel against 
the proprietors of Burke's Peerage some 
time ago for an entry in t hat, publication 
that he had been divorced from bin wife, 
the daughter of Frank Work of New 
York. The proprietors of Burke's Peer- 
age have now consented to a verdict 
against them on that point, and 
the High Court of Justice will be 
I moved to accept this verdict on the un- 
dertaking by the proprietors of Burke's 
Peerage to pay Burke Roche's costs, 
publish an apology in the newspapers, 
give a nominal sum to charity, and 
promise to refuse to sell the remaining 
numbers of the Peerage containing the 
entry. When Burke Roche some months 
ago entered a libel suit against 
William Redmond's Dublin newspaper 
because of a similar statement, 
the principal defence filed was that 
Burko't? peerage had also published an 
allegation tiiat he had been divorced 
without, apparently, having been chal- 
lenged by him. Tfiia was the origin of 
his suit against Burke's peerage, and 
the verdict now consented to will place 
Redmond's paper in an awkward pre- 
dicament.

MAGNIFICENT LYING. 

An Instance of Pharisaical Hypocrisy on 
the Part of the Liberals. 

(From the Ottawa Citizen.) 

The Toronto Globe has shown a fer- 
tility of imagination during the present, 
campaign which is calculated to main- 
tain the well-earned fame it has long en- 
joyed of being a thoroughly unscrupulous 
political journal. Knowing the injuri- 
ous effect on the prospects of the party 
likely to he produced in Ontario by t he

The 
government could not , if it would, take 
one dollar from the public treasury by 
means of an order-in-council. Noortler- 
in -council granting money to railwaysor 
other enterprises is worth the paper it is 
written on unless authorized by parlia- 
ment Moreover, even when ratified by 
parliament, it has to lie earned before it 
ib paid over, and the payments are in- 
variably made only after the work has 
been completed to the satisfaction of the 
government engineers. Hence millions 
that have actually been granted oy sta- 
tute are constantly being forfeited by 
failure to comply with conditions. 

This aspect, of the case having been 
exposed the Globe has the impudence to 
continue its lying assertions while crawl- 
ing out under the miserable subterfuge 
that ministerial candidates are making 
" promises " to local works. How does 
that ens tain the charge of a raid on the 
treasury? As far as promises are con- 
cerned there is not a farthing to choose 
between the two parties. Laurier has 
promised everything in sight where he 
thought it would bring him votes. Hore 
in Ottawa we have his representa- 
tives promising that the Dominion will 
bear half the taxes of tho city, and that 
a large grant will be made to the Kepean 
Point bridge, it he iH returned to power.

Dominion assistance for the British Pacific. 
This was very far, indeed, from the fact 
At this meeting of the hoard to whiot 
reference was made, he had been asked tt 
pledge himself to urge a grant for the road 
before the promoters had sufficiently ad 
Vanced their project to make the formal 
application for governmental aid. Would 
that be business? Would any business 
man think of such a thing?" (Voices — 
" Certainly not," and " No.") lie bad said, 

however, that when the road was ready to 
make application to the government for 
assistance he would certainly urge the 
same aid to it that other railways had re- 
ceived. And when the promoters of the 
British Pacific had come to the government 
—Mr. Bodv/ell had said that no application 
had been presented, but as a member of 
the company be could say decidedly that 
one was presented— the road did receive 
exactly the same consideration that was 
extended to other roads. If anyone re- 
quired further proof that the application 
had been made as be said, it would be found 
at the present time on tile in the Dominion 
department of railways. The government 
had agreed to give to the British Pacific a 
subsidy of $3,200 per mile for twenty- 
live miles from Bute Inlet, and also 
$3,200 per mile for the 100 mile ex- 
tension on the Island, from Welling- 
ton to a point about forty miles 
above Comox, Of. course this was but a 
very small part of the way, but whoever 
expected it would be otherwise. The great 
point was to get, the government pledged to 
support the scheme, and this it did when it 
granted this assistance toward the con- 
struction of the first stage ol the line. 

In regard to the calling of the U. P. P. 
steamers, of which so much had been said, 
both he and his colleague had done all in 
their [lower to have included in the con- 
tract with the government a clause provid- 
ing that the steamers should call at Vic- 
toria. The steamship company would not 
accept such a condition, however, at least 
not on the same terms. Whatever might 
be the advantage of the steamers call- 
ing, it was certain that he and .Mr. 
Karlc had done their best to bring it about, 
as the people of Victoria did not want to 
see Victoria apparently getting the go-by. 
Recently it was stated by the C. P. It. com- 
pany that they would call us soon as as- 
sured that the depth of water was sutli- 
cicnt at all stages of the tide, and soon 
after, a survey of the approaches to the 
outer wharves was made by the officers of 
the navy. Then, only a day or so ago, Cap- 
tain Lee, of the Empress of Japan, came 
over to Victoria with Mr. Fullcrton and ver- 
ified the soundings taken. As a result of 
the investigations of these gentlemen, Cap- 
tain Lee had informed Mr. Ker, president 
of the Hoard of Trade, in the speaker's pres- 
ence, that a rock had been found in line 
with the wharf and only about 2U0 feet dis- 
tant from it. that was only covered by 20 
feet of water at low tide. Captain Lee had 
reported the results of his examination to 
Montreal and had stated that hereafter the 
ships of the company would be brought to 
the wharf in Victoria both outward and in- 
ward whenever they had daylight to make 
the entrance, and as soon as the rock refer- 
red to was removed they would come in day 
or night, (Applause,) 

The Indian reserve question was another 
that the opposition candidates and their 
friends were saying a great deal about, 
with no reason in the world. This ques- 
tion he and Mr. Earle had kept constantly 
before the government, and it had now ad 
vanced to the point that the government of 
the Dominion had appointed its commis- 
sioner, in the person of lion. Mr. O'Reilly, 
and the province had named Mr. 1). K. 
Harris as its representative, These two 
gentlemen bad arranged to meet very 
shortly and the Indians would be removed, 
the province providing them with another 
and more suitable reserve. The " Sail 
Pedro " crv of the opposition, the " powder 
magazine " bugaboo, and the matter of the 
salaries of the post office carriers and 
clerks, were next taken up in their turn 
and explained to the thorough satisfaction 
of the large audience. With reference to the 
statement of one of the opposition candi- 
dates that Victoria's post office staff suffered 
from the fact that there was one scale ol 
pay for the post office employes of Hamil- 
ton and Halifax and another for those of 
Victoria, he had only to say that the scale 
from end to end of Canada was the same, 
but in British Columbia a provisional al- 
lowance of $120 per annum extra was 
granted in view of the greater cost of living 
in the \Ve3t. 

Proceeding from the consideration of 
these matters of purely local concern Hon. 
Mr. Prior next gave attention to the liscul 
policies of the two parties in the arena, 
and to the characteristics of the 
two leaders — iSir Charles Tuppcr, strung, 
patriotic, full of confidence in the resources 
and destiny of Canada, and a veteran of 
statesmanship; Hon. Mr. Laurier, polished 
and suave, but weak in all the necessary at- 
tributes of the true statesman, and variable 
in his declarations of policy as the wind 
that blows. Only one thing appeared to be 
certain in connection with the Liberal 
policy— and that was that, call it by 
any name, or disguise it how one might, it 
was free trade that they sought. Sir Rich- 
ard Curtwright, the backbone of the party 
and its virtual leader, had declared this 
time and again, anil if Mr. Templeman and 
Dr. Milne she".:!-! by sny chance go to Ot- 
tawa, was it at a.! 'ikely that the policy of 
the Liberal party would be changed com- 
pletely from free trade at their dictation .' 

The " noes " came in ('horns in answer 
to this suggestion. 

Then taking up the records of the two 
parties-- for it was by their nasi 
achievements that they were to be judged 
—what was there on the side of the Liberals 
but a record of can't-do-any thing? While 
on the Conservative, side we had the record 
of Canada's growth since the policy of pro- 
tection was inaugurated in all that makes 
a nation great — great public works, manu- 
factures, agriculture, industrious and self- 
supporting people. Particularly had the 
West progressed under Conservative ad- 
ministration of public affairs, lor while the 
Grits thought only of British Columbia as 
"u sea of mountains," Sir Charles 
Tupper had always regarded it 
as a "country ol limitless resources." 
His statesmanship was broad enough to 
recogni/.e that these great resources could 
not be developed without assistance, and 
his policy was to lend them the aid re- 
quired to make them the wonder and ad- 
miration of the world. His policy and that 
of his party was protection tor all — Canada 
for Canadians, it meant work lor all Can- 
adian workmen and a market for the pro- 
ducts of their labor; it meant payment for 
their labor in Canadian money, and it 
meant that their money would he spent in 
Canada. (Applause.) 

Aside from the competition to be looked 
for from Europe and the American repub- 
lic he again pointed to the danger that 
menaced the industries of the Dominion 
from over the Pacilic— the competition of 
the "little brown men " of Japan, the most 
skilful imitators of the world, who, living 
on one-seventh, or less, of a white man's 
wage, would be able to undersell Canadian 
products the moment the wall of.prot Ction 
was broken down, unless the Canadian 
Workmen could manage to live at the same

Japanese. Touching brielly upon 
ha school question, and promis- 
ing a continued close and faithful atten- 
tion to Victoria's interests if returned, Hon. 
Mr. Prior resumed his seat with an invita- 
tion to anyone who had a question to ask 
to present it. 

At this invitation Mr. Russ Humber in- 
quired from the centre of the hall—" Did 
you have a voice in the appointment of Mr. 
A. J. Smith as inspector at the new post 
olilce building?" 

Hon. Mr. Prior replied that he certainly 
had, and he added that he believed Mr. 
Smith was a thoroughly capable and 
eflicient man. 

Mr. Humber — " That's what he is." He 
next wanted to know if Hon. Mr. Prior had 
hail anything to do with selecting Mr. 
Hazard as clerk of the works for the con- 
struction of the new drill hall— " a man," 
he repeated again and yet again, " who 
couldn't tell the front door knob from the 
slate roof." 

" Let nie see," inquired Hon. Mr. Prior, 
" wasn't your father the contractor lor that 
building? " 

'■ Yes, he was," Mr. Humber admitted 
rather defiantly. 

"Well, and what's your complaint 
Hon. Mr. Prior asked. 

" Well, he was a regular nuisance about 
the works— be was always there in the 
way." 

'1 he audience found much amusement in 
this statement of the ease, and their ruerri- 
menl only ceased when Mr. [Carle came 
forward. Before entering upon his addiess 
he took occasion to inform M r. I I umber. who 
was still on bis feet, that he and Mr. Prior 
had in all cases such as the appointments 
referred to, done their best to obtain the 
best men for the positions, independent of 
all considerations other than that of com- 
petency. If any had proved an unwise 
choice it was certainly not through any 
fault of theirs, (Applause. 1 He then pro- 
ceeded to discuss the trade and Manitoba 
school questions, on both of which he was 
still in thorough accord with the Conser- 
vative government. The strength and ex- 
perience of the government leader were 
commented upon, and his especial friend- 
ship to the West— a friendship evidenced 
by his energy and his willingness to spend 
money for its upbuilding and de- 
velopment. It was this progres- 
sive ami enterprising policy that 
had tended to the advancement of 
Canada to its present status as a prosper- 
ous nation — progress shown m the 
growth of agriculture, of manufac- 
turing and kindred industries, of railway 
and canal building, of the construction of 
commendable and necessary public works. 
These were evidences of a practical and 
lixed policy that was known ami under- 
stood and which it would be most unwise 
to cast aside. The danger of tinkering 
with the liscul policy of a country at 
any time was apparent. It would be 
madness to discard a policy whose record 
was written idinercused industries, increas- 
ed invested capital, Increased wages paid, 
increased output values, the increased 
number of workmen given employment, 
and the increased earnings deposited in the 
avings banks or spent with the Canadian 
farmer or the Canadian artisan. From these 
facts it was evident that the protective 
policy of the Conservative government had 
been productive of the most desirable re- 
sults for the Dominion, and was therefore 
the policy to be adhered to. 

The school question he dismissed with 
the explanation that it was simply the ex- 
ecution of a compact— the carrying out of 
a bargain made at confederation with the 
minority of Manitoba. It was a matter of 
simple justice, right and law, and on it at 
least Hon. Mr. Laurier occupied the same 
position as the government. The Manitoba 
school question had simply been raised by 
the Liberals in the hope that by introduc- 
ing religion into the contest, they might 
steal into power. If Hon. Mr. Laurier and 
his followers had desrired a settlement of 
the question, they could very easily have 
hud it long ago. But they were desirous of 
keeping it alive till the elections. Then- 
it might live, but their chances id' election 
certainly would not. (Applause. 

In regard to the British Pacilic Hon. Mr. 
Prior had stated the case clearly and fully, 
lie was only surprised to note the stand 
now taken by Dr. Milne, who at the last 
provincial election had vigorously opposed 
those whose chief plank was the construc- 
tion of this road, lie noted, ton, that on 
the present occasion the Doctor has seen fit 
to call lo his assistance in the fight a 
gentleman from Vancouver, which city it 
was not generally supposed entertained any 
especially fond love tor the new Canadian 
road. ( 1 [ear. her. ) Concluding he thanked 
the audience for the kind hearing accorded 
him. and expressed the confident belief 
that he would on Tuesday next again have 
the pleas u re id' I hanking t hem on behalf of 
himself and Hon. Mr. Prior for once more 
being honored with the expression of their 
confidence at the polls. 

Mr. A. E. McPhillips contrasted briefly 
the liscul policy ol' the Conservative party 
with the chimerical projects of the Liber- 
als. If their policy, us Mr. Templeman 
and Dr. Milne contended, was nol free 
trade, if this was no longer the goal of the 
party of which Hon. Mr. Laurier 
was lender, it was simply another 
illustration of the constant' changing 
of front for which the Liberals of 
Canada bad become known fur and wide. 
(Hear, hear.) In strong and effective con- 
trast was the Conservative policy, pre- 
cise in terms, absolute in language and de- 
cisive in character, There was no question 
as to what the Conservative policy is and 
will he. on the other hand, if the 
Liberals should get in. and bring with 
them the free trade of which they were say- 
ing so much— then Canada would be found 
alone and isolated on the American con- 
tinent. The United States hud already 
learned by dearly bought experience the 
fallacy of the free trade doctrine, and were 

at the present lime preparing to 
send to the White House as presi- 
dent a statesman who was everywhere 
looked upon us the American prophet of 
protection, and to whom the American 
people arc now st retelling out their 
hands for guidance out of the wilder- 
ness of their hard times. Even 
now, too, the ablest of England's 
statesmen were giving serious attention to 
the desirability of abandoning the policy of 
free trade that had proved so costly to Great 
Britain. Having quoted from Lord Salis- 
bury's speech at Hustings in 1HD2, he said: 
" And is Canada to throw down her 
armor just at the time that the seventv 
millions of people to the south are buckling 
theirs upon them in the war of tariffs to 
which the veteran statesman of England 
bus so forcibly alluded '.' " 

Continuing, he pointed to the possibili- 
ties of preferential trade, quoting Hon. Mr. 
Goschen as authority for the statement 
that its bringing about is not a visionary 
scheme by any means, but u necessity to 
the ultimate progress of t he various com- 
ponent parts of the British empire. 

Reverting to the aims and characteris- 
tics of the two put ties of Canada, he showed 
bow the Liberals arc and have been the 
enemies of the Western section of the Do- 
minion—as evidenced in tl 



to the Crow's Nest Pass railway — while in 
Sir Charles Tupper British Columbia has 
always had a staunch and appreciative 
friend and champion. 

In conclusion he favored the audience 
with just a few railway statistics that told 
their own story of how, the Dominion had 
advanced and prospered under the Cou- 
s rwitive adnuhlstraUsn. Here are the 
figures :

Hon. J. S. Helmcken was received with a 
veritable ovation. He pointed out in plain 
terms the ruin that would he brought about 
by the institution of free trade in Canada, 
and showed how in a letter written by Hon. 
Mr. Laurier only this month he had said 
the duty on necesssaries of life should be re- 
duced, if not done away with altogether. In 
this event the country would he depopula- 
ted, land would be rendered worthless, and 
the agriculturists would he reduced to pen- 
ury. Agriculture was the backbone of the 
country, and what Victoria needed most 
to-day was a producing country behind 
to 'supply her with the nec- 
essaries of life. The farmer's labor 
as well us the artisan's should be 
protected ; it was the keystone, in fact, of 
the whole structure that the Liberals pro- 
posed to take away, for as soon as tree 
trade came, the farmers' products would he 
deprived ol protection, and no more land 
would be cleared, and farms would become 
waste land again. British Columbia's his- 
tory hud been a comparatively short one, 
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The Manitoba school question he looked 
upon as a catch word simply religious 
politics in which no one in reality felt 
deeply interested, no matter bow much 
they ' talked about it. The Liberals 
had introduced this Manitoba school 
question in the hope that they 
might slip in free trade with it. He 
would just like to ask the electors of Vic- 
toria— " Can you live on the Manitoba 
school question?" Certainly not; and 
what the electors should look out for was 
where their bread and butter was to come 
from. The .Manitoba school question was 
simply a mutter of u treaty obligation with 
the minority of Manitoba, which had to be 
carried out as much as the compact with 
our Indians here at home. 

For law is liberty and liberty is law, and 
it is the obedience to the law that gives us 
freedom. And no matter how much obed- 
ience to the law is culled coercion it is 
none the less this same , obedience to law 
that constitutes freedom. 

"And I myself firmly believe," the vet- 
eran Doctor concluded, " that the electors 
of Manitoba will settle this question them- 
selves, once and for all, by returning Con- 
servative nominees on Tuesday next. Ami 
then we shall hear no more of ibis wretched 
school question." 

(in the conclusion of Hon. Dr. Helmc- 
ken 's vigorous and forceful speech — one of 
the best he has delivered during recent 
years — he was cheered again and again, 
and the meeting came to an end with the 
usual vote of thanks to the chairman.
